One hundred and five parcels of 
Janesville real estate were sold for 
taxes yesterday. The aggregate tax 
and costs amounted to only $1,375.74. 
The sm allest am ount was $1 15, and 
the largest $285.71, the m ajority be­ 
ing below $5. 
City Treasurer Fathers has succeed­ 
ed in making very close collections 
The total amount, including the spe­ 
cial assessments for grading and pav­ 
ing stieets, together with the regular 
city tax levy will aggregate nearly 
$90,000, all of which he has collected, 
except the delinquent list, aggregat­ 
ing only $1,373.74. 
It was charged 
agninst 105 parcels of land, and there 
is also a small am ount of uncollected 
personal tax. 
Those acquainted with 
the work of the treasurer's office claim 
th at Treasurer Fathers has made an 
excellent collector. 
“ I am somewhat surprised,'' he re­ 
marked when he closed his books. 
“ The poorer classes of people, or 
those who

pinched for money to pay taxes are 
the first to come up and settle and 
they seldom find fault. 
Some of the 
heaviest tax payers, those 
who are 
considered to be w orth thousands, are 
the ones who hold eft till the very last 
moment. 
They are *on to the deal,' 
and I have heard they hold off to gain 
a little more interest on their money.”

While you are in 
the struggle, if you only have the grace 
of Christ to listen, a voice parts the 
heavens, saying, “My grace is sufficient 
for thee;” “Whom the Lord loveth he 
ch asten ed ; “You shall be more than 
conquerors.” And th at reminds me of 
a letter on my table w ritten by some one 
whom I suppose to be at this moment 
present, saying: “My dear, dear Doc­ 
tor: You will please pardon the w riter 
for asking th at a t some time when you 
feel like it, you kindly preach from the 
30th psalm, 5th verse: ‘Weeping may 
endure for a night, but joy cometh in 
the morning.’ and much oblige a down 
town business m an.” So to all down 
town business men, and to all up town 
business men, I say, if you have on

The 
Macedonian hurled the javelin, but the 
A thenian successfully dogded it, and the 
Macedonian lifted the spear, but the 
Athenian with the club broke it, and 
the Macedonian drew the sword, but 
the Athenian tripped him up before he 
could strike with It, and then the Athe­ 
nian with his club would have beaten 
the life out of the Macedonian, fallen 
am ong his useless weapons, if Alexan­ 
der had not commanded, “Stop! Stop!” 
B ut Benaiah of the text is about to do 
something th at will eclipse even that. 
There is trouble in all the neighbor­ 
hood. 
Lam bs are carried off in the 
night, and children venturing only 
a little way from their father’s house 
are found mangled and dead. The fact 
is,the land was infested with lions, and 
few people dared meet one of these grlz- 
xly beasts, much less corner or atack 
sly beasts, much less corner or attack 
It, one morning a footstep of a lion was 
tracked In the snow. It had been out 
on Its devouring errand through the 
darkness, but a t last !t is found by the 
Impression of four paws on the white 
surface of the ground, which way the 
wild beast came, and which way it had 
gone. Perilous undertaking; but Bena­ 
iah, the hero of the text, arm ed him­ 
self writh such weapons as those early 
days afforded, gunpowder having been 
invented in a far subsequent 
century 
by 
the 
German 
monk, 
Betholdus 
Schw arts. Therefore, w ithout gun or 
any kind of firearms, Benaiah of the 
tex t no doubt depended on the sharp 
steel edge for his own defense and the 
slaughter of the lion as he followed the 
track through the snow. It may have 
been a javelin, it may have been only a 
knife; but w hat Benaiah lacks in weap­ 
on he wrill make up in strength of arm 
and skill of stroke. But where is the 
lion? We m ust not get off his track in 
the snow. The land has many cisterns, 
or pits, for catching rain, the rainfall 
being very scarce a t certain seasons, 
and hence these cisterns, or reservoirs 
are digged here, and there, and yonder. 
Lions have an instinct which seems to 
tell them when they are pursued, and 
this dread m onster of which I speak, 
retreats into one of these cisterns 
which happened to be free of water, and 
la there panting from the long run, and 
licking its jaw s after a repast of hum an 
flesh, and after quaffing the red vintage 
of hum an blood. 
Benaiah is all alert, and comes cau­ 
tiously on toward the hiding place of 
this terror of the fields. Coming to the 
verge of the pit, he looks down a t the 
lion, and the lion looks up a t him. 
W hat a moment it was when their eyes 
clashed! But while a modern Du Chall­ 
i e Gordon Cumming or Sir Samuel Ba­ 
ker, or David Livingston would have 
ju st brought the gun to the shoulder, 
and held the eye against the barrel, 
and blazed away into the depths, and 
finished the beast, Benaiah, with only 
the old time weapon, can do nothing 
until he gets on a level with the beast, 
and so he jum ps into the pit, and the 
lion with shining teeth of rage, and 
claws lifted to tear to shreds the last 
vestige of hum an life, springs for the 
man, while Benaiah springs for the 
beast. B ut the quick stroke of the steel 
edge flashed again, and again, and 
again, until the snow was no longer 
white, and the right foot of trium phant 
r.enaiah is half covered with the tawny 
mane of the slain horror of Palestine. 
Now you see how emphatic, and trag ­ 
ic, and trem endous are the words of my 
text: “He went down and slew a lion in 
a pit in a snowy day.” W hy put that 
Hi the Bible? W hy put It twice in the 
Bible, once in the book of Samuel, and 
here in the book of Chronicles? Oh the 
practical lessons are so many for you 
and for me. W hat a cheer in this sub­ 
ject for all those of you who are in con­ 
junction of hostile circumstances. Three 
things were against Benaiah of my text 
in the moment of combat, the snow 
th a t impeded his movements, the pit 
th a t environed him in a small space, 
and the lion with open jaw s and up­ 
lifted paw. And yet I hear the shot of 
Benaiah’s victory. Oh, men and women 
of three troubles. You say, “I could 
stand one, and I 
think I could stand 
tw o; but three are at least one too 
m any.”

him^—th at was the second trouble; ap­ 
proaching m artyrdom —th at made the 
three troubles. Yet, hear w hat he says: 
“If I had only one misfortune, I could 
stand th at; but throe are two too 
m any?” No: I m isinterpret. He says, 
“Sorrowful, yet always rejoicing; pp*' 
yet making many rich; having nothin». 
yet posessing all things.” Thanks be 
unto God, who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
David had three troubles; a bad boy, 
a tem ptation to dissoluteness, and de­ 
thronem ent. W hat does he say? “God 
ts our refuge and strength, a very pro­ 


of beasts.” W as it a dagger? W as It a 
javelin? W as it a knife? I can not tell, 
but everything depended upon it. But 
for that, Benaiah’s body under one 
crunch of the m onster would have 
been left limp and tumbled in the snow. 
And when you and I go into the fight 
with tem ptation, if we have not the 
right kind 
of 
weapon, 
instead 
of 
our slaying the lion, the lion will slay 
us. The sword of the Spirit! Nothing 
in earth or hell can stand before that. 
Victory with that, or no victory at all. 
By that I mean prayer to God, confi­ 
dence in his rescuing power, saving 
grace, Almighty deliverance. I do not 
care w hat you call it; I call it “Sword 
of the Spirit.” And if the lions of all 
the jungles of perdition should at once 
spring upon your soul, by th at weapon 
of heavenly m etal you can thrust them 
back, and cut them down, and stab 
them through, and leave them power­ 
less at your feet. Your good resolu­ 
tion wielded against the powers which 
assault you is a toy pistol against an 
Arm strong gun; is a pen knife held out 
against the brandished sabres of a 
Heintzelm an’s cavalry charge. Go in­ 
to the fight against sin on your own 
strength, and the result will be the hot 
breath of the lion in your blanched 
face, and his front paws, one on each 
lung. Alas! for the m an

All my hearers and readers have a 
big fight of some sort on hand, but the 
biggest and the w rathiest lion which 
you have to fight is w hat the Bible calls 
“The roaring lion, who walketh about, 
you have never seen a real lion unless 
you have seen him in India or Africa, 
just after capture. Long caging breaks 
his spirit, and the constant presence of 
hum an beings tam es him. But you 
ought to see him spring against the 
iron bars in the zoological gardens of 
Calcutta, and hear him roar for the 
prey. It makes one’s blood curdle, and 
you shrins back, although you know 
there is no peril. Plenty of lions in 
olden time. Six hundred of them were 
slaughtered on one occasion In the pres­ 
ence of Pompey in the Roman am phi­ 
theater. Lions came out and destroyed 
the camels which carried the baggage 
of Xerxes army. In Bible times there 
were so many lions that they are fre­ 
quently alluded to in the scriptures. Joel, 
the prophet, describes the “cheek teeth” 
of a great lion; and Isaiah mentions 
among the attractions of heaven that 
“no lion shall be there;” and Amos 
speaks of a shepherd taking a lam b’s 
ear out of the m oivi of a lion; and 
Solomon 
describes ^ie 
righteous as 
“bold as a lion;” and Daniel was a 
great lion tam er; and David, and Jer­ 
emiah, and St. John often speak of 
this creature.
